LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 9.—The 
United States, apparently cer- 
tain of victory in its fight for a 
United Nations "watchdog" com- 
mission in the Balkans, made 
plain today its intention to press 
for U. N. condemnation of three 
Soviet satellites accused of re- 

sponsibility for Greece's border 
troubles. 

An American spokesman declared 
that the American delegation would 
deviate from its position only if the 
three accused nations—Yugoslavia, 
Albania and Bulgaria—officially 
agreed to co-operate with the bor- 
der commission, which was ap- 
proved by the U. N.'s 57-nation 
Political Commission late yester- 
day by a 34-to-6 vote. 

The spokesman added that the 
three nations had made it evident 
they had no intention of complying 
—an assertion to which Bulgarian 
Delegate Boris Athanassov gave 
weight by telling interviewers : 

"They (the United States) have 
the majority and can keep voting 
resolutions. They can decide this 
wall is black if they want to. This 
is a maneuver. It is railroading a 

proposal. It is a horse trade and 
we refuse to take part in it." 

Decisions Go to Assembly. 
The vote on the Greek border 

watch came as the Political Com- 
mittee balloted clause by clause on 

United States' proposals ior preserv- 
ing peace in the Balhans. The com- 
mittee's decisions will go to the As- 
sembly for final approval after it 
completes action on the American 
proposals, but this was generally re- 

garded as little more than a formal- 
ity, in as much as the committee is 
composed of representatives of the 
same 57 nations which make up the 
Assembly. 

Russia, which has demanded that 
the U. N. find Greece to blame for 
the border conflict, cannot veto the 
proposals in the Assembly because 
the veto applies only in the 11-nation 
Security Council. 

In yesterday's vote on the border 
wktch commission, Russia was sup- 
ported in the opposition only by 
White Russia, the Soviet Ukraine, 
Yugoslavia, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Nine nations, including the Arab 
bloc and Sweden, Norway and Den- 
mark, abstained. The other mem- 
bers did net vote. 

The first vote on the Balkans case 
cam· suddenly in yesterday's meet- 
ing after days of debate. It came 
so fast that the clause defining 
the personnel for the commission 
was left over for decision today 
along with the controversial sec- 
tion of finding Albania, Yugosla- 
via and Bulgaria guilty. 

Vishineky Charges Ultimatum. 
Before the session ended, the 

United States proposed an 11-na- 
tion commission composed of the 
United States, Russia, Britain, 
France, unina, Mexico, roiana, Bra- 

zil, the Netherlands, Australia and 
Pakistan. Colombia countered with 
a list Including Colombia, Brazil, 
Belgium, Australia, Poland and 
Syria. 

The vote came after Andrie Y 
Vishinsky, Soviet deputy foreign 
minister, charged the United States 
was threatening the three countries 
with an "ultimatum." He accused 
the United States of "cowardice" in 
this respect. 

The special 57-nation Committee 
on Palestine, meanwhile, Mled along 
waiting for United States and Rus- 
sian policy declarations. A top 
State Department official was re- 

ported authoritatively to have told 
a U. N. delegate that the United 
States would favor a plan for par- 
titioning the Holy Land "with per- 
haps a few modifications." 

There still was no hint of Ameri- 
can Palestine policy from Secretary 
of State Marshall or any of his 
aides, and delegation press officers 
refused even to discuss the pros- 
pects with reporters. The only 
information available was that a 

speech probably would be made on 

Saturday by Herschel V. Johnson, 
the regular delegate in the com- 

mittee.

China Reds Reported 
In Manchurian Port

SHANGHAI. Oct. 9.—Pro-govern- 
ment press dispatches said today 
that Chinese Communists have 
broken into Yingkow and severe 
street fighting is raging in that 
Manchurian port. 

The loes of Yingkow would leave 
the government only one port in 
Manchuria, Hulutao, to the west, 
and It has little value unless the 
Communists are cleared from the 
railway to Mukden. 

The Communists, striking widely 
throughout government-held areas 
of Manchuria· against communica- 
tion lines and cities, fought into the 
suburbs of Yingkow several days 
ago. 

Reports reaching Peiping said 
the Communists broke into Ying- 
kow after an artillery bombard- 
ment. Warplanes supported govern- 
ment defenders, but the garrison 
was depicted as losing ground. 

The government announced its 
forces had cleared the Tientsin- 
Mukden railway from the Great 
Wall to Chinhsien. 100 miles to the 
Northeast. Hulutao is linked to this 
railway by a spur line. * 

To the north, a Communist as- 
sault in force against Tiehling, 40 
miles northeast of Mukden, on the 
badly damaged railroad to Chang- 
chun, was reported under way.

Joe Kuhel is the new manager

'But force should be held 
always in check by law and order 
and be exercised .only in their de- 
fense. Nor is any man law unto 
himself.

Another $120,000,000 
In Gold Reported Sold 
To U. S. by Britain 

Official Announcement of 
Deal Reported Held Up 
Pending New Policy

LONDON, Oct. 9.—An author- 
itative government source indi- 
cated today that Britain—dip- 
ping further into her dwindling 
financial reserves—had sold an- 
other $120,000,000 worth of gold 
to the United States in exchange 
for dollars. 

The informant said he under- 
stood that formal confirmation of 
reports of such a sale had been 
withheld pending final decision on 
a new public relations policy gov- 
erning official disclosure of such 
transactions.

Legionnaires, headed by former Na- 
tional Commander Paul GrifBth, 
that "your spirit does not seem 

belligerent, but your name is." He 
went on: 

"You are veterans of such fields 
of battle, never to return to them, 
we hope, and now are organized as 
a force for peace. * * * 

"The pages that tell the history 
of peace are no less honorable (than 
those of war) and the Legion, we 

are sure, will write its devotion 
to country on those pages with no 
less glory. The bill of rights for 
which man died may be lost later 
in bloodless battle." 

The Pope gave his blessing to 
each group.

Under that 
clause Britain was obliged to pro- 
vide dollars on demand in exchange 
for British pound sterling which any 
third nation earned in current trad- 
ing. 

Britain also obtained $60,000,000 
from an international monetary 
fund last month in exchange for 
pounds sterling. 

The transaction normally would not 
have been disclosed officially until 
the publication of the quarterly re- 

port on the fund. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Dalton said it was 

announced along with the first sale 
of gold in order to bring home to 
the British people the gravity of the 
nation's economic position.

Typhoon'Sits Down'on Iwo Jima; 
160-Mile Wind Levels Buildings

GUAM, Oct. 9.—A devastating 
tropical typhoon which "sat down" 
on tiny Iwo Jima leveled some build- 
ings and left others little more than 
twisted steel and wood, a faint radio 
message picked up by the Coast 
Guard station here reported today. 

The message, heard this afternoon, 
was the first communication from 
the volcanic island 800 miles north 
of Guam in more than seven hours. 

It contained no word of how some 
300 Army, Air Force and Coast 
Guard men and iheir dependents 
fared in the lashing storm. 

The typhoon brought sustained 
winds of 130 miles an hour, with 
gusts up to 160 miles, the message 
said. It reported a large Quonset hut 
and one barracks building complete- 
ly leveled and said damage to others 
was severe. Water damage was de- 
scribed as freat.

The Navy relayed earlier reports 
that the great Pacific storm wai 

"sitting right down on top of tht 
island." 

The 4th Air-Sea Rescue Squad- 
ron, based on Guam, sent planes 
through the storm to search for a 

landing ship being buffeted by 
heavy seas off Iwo. 

At Tokyo, United Stateç Navy 
headquarters said the landing ship 
was a commercial vessel known as 

Coaster Jim. It said the craft had 
ridden out 30-foot waves and 140- 
mile winds, losing its top-side gear.

McCoach Urges 
Budget Based on 

Existing Taxes 
Commissioners Hear 
Views on District's 
1949 Estimates 

SENATOR CAIN "pops In" on 
budget hearing.

Maj. Gen. David McCoach, jr., 

a former District Engineer Com- 
missioner, told the city heads at 
their public hearing on the 1949 
budget today they should hold 
the budget to a figure which can 
be met "from existing taxes at 
existing rates." 

Gen. McCoach was the first of 
28 representatives of local civic, 
business and welfare organizations 
to-Jiike the "witness stand" in the 
District Building board room. 

Throughout the two-hour session 
the voice of the economy-minded 
among the District's citizens spoke 
loudest and most often. 

Hearing Closed. 
After the citizens had had t.h*ir 

say the hearing ended. 
With regard to District Budget 

Officer Walter L. Fowler's recom- 
mendation that a sales tax be en· 
acted and the present personal in- 
come tax repealed, Gen. McCoach 
pointed out in his testimony that 
the board last year urged enactment· 
of a sales tax if the local income 
tax law could not be made equitable. 

"We recommend that the Commis- 
sioners keep the budget now being 
prepared within the total estimated 
revenues under present taxes, even 
though this might permit capital ap- 
propriations only sufficient to con- 
tinue prosecution of important im- 
provements already authorized and 
for which partial appropriations 
have been made," Gen. McCoach 
said. 

Clear-Cut Program Urged. 
The former Engineer Commissioner 

urged that no further money be 
spent on new construction projects 
until a clear-cut program for capital 
improvements and their financing is 
adopted and improved. 

"Such a program could be financed 
by an increase in the Federal pay- 
ment, by borrowing, by additional 
taxes, or by a combination of all," 
Gen. McCoach said. 

He added, however, that until the 
method is agreed upon, there should 
be no further spending for new con- 
struction. 

Estimates of department heads, 
submitted last month for the fiscal 
year 1949, called for a total budget of 
just under S144,000,000. Gen. Mc- 
Coach was scoçnful of these esti- 
mates. 

Held of Little Assistance. 
"Except in » few cases, depart- 

mental estimates are of no assist- 
ance in efforts to arrive at any con- 

| elusion as to real requirements," he 
I ..u 

"They constitute only a list of 
proposed expenditures, with no con- 

j sideration whatever to the other 
half of a good plan—namely, the 
means of paying." 

Gen. McCoach continued: 
"I believe that the practice of pub- 

lishing these greatly excessive de- 
partmental estimates has now 

reached such proportions that most 
thinking citizens completely disre- 
gard them as a fair measure of true 
needs. The cry of "wolf' has been se 
frequently and regularly sounded 
that the result conforms to the les- 
son of the fable." 

Earlier, Commissioner John Rus- 
sell Young greeted those attending 
the hearing with the suggestion 
that they should not "waste time" 
arguing against the $144,000,000 
estimate submitted by department 
heads. 

"That total is absurd on the face 
of it," Commissioner Young said. 
... · · The commissioners know It 
already, and have no Intention of 
submitting any such budget." 

Couldn't Raise That Much. 
Mr. Young said the District could 

not raise that much money fn a 

year and could not spend it if It 
raised it. 

"We feel it is better to let depart- 
ment heads make foolish estimates 
than to prevent any department 
from speaking his mind," Mr. Young 
said. 

"It does no harm, except a mo- 
mentary shock to the sensibility of 

jour taxpayers." 
This was the practical question 

posed by Commissioner Young: 
"How can the Commissioners 

stretch the revenues of the general 
fund to meet unavoidable costs, and

SOS Stirs Hope for 3 
Missing With 4 Ships

PEARL HARBOR. Oct. 9.—A faint 

radio distress signal sputtering out 
of the Pacific kept alive hope to- 
day that three American seamen 
yet would be found safe among four 
lost minesweepers. 

The radio for help gave the call 
letters of the tug Edward M. Grimm, 
which cut them adrift 16 days ago 
while it put into Palmyra. 1,000 
miles south of here to replenish ex- 
hausted fuel supplies. 

The Hawaiian Sea Frontier said 
there was no doubt that the signal 
came from a radioman operating an 

emergency set aboard one of the 
minesweepers, which have no power. 

(One of the three seamen is 
William B. Hopkins of Washing- 
ton. radio operator.) 
The pilot of a search plane heard 

the signal, but it was too weak for 
him to get a bearing, the Frontier 
said. 

It was the first trace of the four 
minesweepers since the Navy 
launched a wide aerial search a 

week ago after the story of the 
mishap came out of Palmyra 

The minesweepers were being 
towed to the Philippines by the tug. 
Low on food and fuel because of 
adverse winds and bad weather, the 
tug cut them loose to get supplie· 
at Palmyra. When it returned to the 
rendezvous, no trace could be found 
of the ships. 
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
